Spain Prepairing to Rebuild Her Navy 

Madrid.—Minister of Marine Toea 
has sent a circular to all the naval 
departments, inviting the officials to 
assist in preparing a uew naval pro¬ 
gramme to be submitted to the Cor¬ 
tes. Ho proposes to increase the n»- 
val estimates in 1909 by 16,000,000, 
and afterward to gradually increase 
them until the annual expenditure 
reaches $20,000,000, against $7,600,000 
yearly as at present. He will pro¬ 
mote the formation of a syndicate to 
undertake the construction of war 
ships aud the reorganization of the 
dockyards, arsenals and ports. H® 
expects that it will take ten years to 
build tho uew fleet, but that a re¬ 
spectable showing will he made with¬ 
in four years. 

Women and Girls Offered for Sale. 

Vienna.—Reliable reports from Co¬ 
rea state that, in consequence of the 
total failure of harvests, women aud 
girls are being offered for sale, to 
some instances tho transactions are 
effected in the public markets: in 
others at the homes of the parents. 
On market days merchants walk about, 
with the girls shouting: “Who’ll 
buy girls, pretty girls, cheap girls?” 
The prices vary according to age and 
beauty. Children bring 2*6 yen 
($1.25); girls betwoeu ldand 14, from 
HO to 40 yean ($15 to $20). Numerous 
merchants have found the trade an 
profitable that they are engaging in it 
on a large scale.

When one t 
adds to these two Important discov- : < 
eries the wonders effected in agriculture 1 
by the use of electricity there Is little j 
occasion to-fear any failure of needed j 
supplies.

WHY PYRAMIDS WERE BUILT. 

Great Piles Erected for Advertise¬ 
ment of the Pharaohs. 

The interest of the Delhi and Benares 
observatories lies for us In the fact that 
they recall a time in the past when 
astronomers sought for exactness by 
tlm erection of huge structures of stone. 
Of these the great pyramid is by far the 
greatest and most perfect example. 
Britain lias Its own monument—Stone¬ 
henge—which lias been claimed as, if 
not indeed an astronomical observatory, 
at least an astronomical temple, and 
many attempts have been made to de¬ 
termine the date at which it was erect¬ 
ed. The difficulty, not to say impossi¬ 
bility, of solving this problem in tlie 
present slate of the monument may lie 
inferred from the fact licit the dates 
which different careful observers have 
deduced for its erection extend over a 
period of more than 2,000 years. 

The real work of astronomy was 
never done in edifices like these, says 
a writer in Knowledge. Nor, indeed, 
does it require much knowledge of hu¬ 
man nature, essentially the same 5,000 
'cars ago as to-day, to see that the true 
secret of the pyramid, tlie amply suffi¬ 
cient cause for its building, was the 
vanity of the ruling Pharaoh. Alike at 
Delhi, at Ghizeli and oil Salisbury plain, 
as by the Euphrates, to "make a nunie" 
was the inc iting motive. Astronomers 
may liavV^iieeti employed to superin¬ 
tend the work, astronomy, or the cult 
of the celestial bodies, may have been 
tlie excuse, but the real object was ad¬ 
vertisement.

The Flora of Alaska. 

According to a report of the special 
Agent of the Department of Agricul¬ 
ture In charge of Alaska investigations, 


a traveler may go from one end of th«! 
Yukon to the other In summer withoul 
seeing snow. On the other hand, vege¬ 
tation, large forests, and wild raspber¬ 
ries, red currants, huckleberries ahd 
cranberries will be found in profusion. 
In places the grass grows ns high us a 
man’s head. There are several places 
along the coast, at the Sitka and Kenni 
experiment stations, and at many 
points in the interior, where practically 
all of the cereals of the temperate zone, 
most of the vegetables, and a consider¬ 
able variety of cultivated flowers have 
been grown with much success for sev¬ 
eral years. Fine spring wheat has 
been raised at Sitka for three years 
past. At Hampart, sixty-five degrees 
north latitude, winter rye sown in the 
autumn came out in the spring in per¬ 
fect condition, though the temperature 
fell to seventy degrees below zero In the 
winter; the grain matured by Aug. 1. 
Barley sown In May was ripe by the 
middle of August. Oats and potatoes 
thrive In many places. Cattle are kept 
at every considerable settlement, except 
at Nome. The Alaska Commercial Com¬ 
pany has for many years kept cattle, 
sheep, and Angora goats at Ivokaik, 
they requiring but little food or shelter, 
except in an occasional storm during 
the winter. 

JEWS WHO WEAR PIGTAILS. 

Hebraic Colony In China Who Have 
Forgotten Kven Their Ritual. 

It Is not generally known that there 
is a colony of Jews in China—Jews 
who wear pigtails, bear Chinese names 
and speak the Chinese language ex¬ 
clusively and who have forgotten the 
God of their fathers and neglected 
their ancient ritual of worship until 
It has been entirely lost to them. But 
there Is such a colony, and Its people 
have puzzled oriental scholars for 
many years. 

Recently It lias been established that 
they entered China—or, rather, their 
progenitors did—about the year 311) A. 
D., in the reign of the Emperor Mlngte 
II.. and formed a colony about 700 
miles front Shanghai, on the Hoaugho, 
or Yellow river. 

At one time these Jews were a power 
in the »ud. Their city grew in pop¬ 
ulation until its inhabitants numbered 
about 5,000 Jews alone, nnd they be¬ 
came so wealthy that they were able 
to loan money to the Emperor, who so 
esteemed them that he built for them 
a synagogue. Two of them, whose 
names have been lost in the passing 
years, were especially honored by the 
emperor. One he made the treasurer 
of a great province and the other was 
a general in the imperial army. 

In the golden days of Judaism in 
China they prospered, and when their 
magnificent temple was destroyed by 
fire they rebuilt It In greater magnifi¬ 
cence. In it luttd where there are many 
fine temples theirs was one of the most 
splendid. It was 350 feet long and 150 
feet wide. 

To-day their temple is a mass of 
ruins. Stone liy stone, almost, it has 
been torn down by those whose care It 
should have been to preserve It. The 
story, even among the heathen, Is that 
they forgot the worship of their God 
and He forgot them. They grew poor¬ 
er and poorer with the advancing years 
during which they failed to keep the ; 
Sabbath of their religion and were fin¬ 
ally forced to sell nil they had for food 
and clothing. Stoue by stone, almost, 
their temple was demolished, to be 
sold to builders or other temples and 
houses; their sacred books were dis¬ 
posed of for what money they would 
bring; they had no place for worship, 
and gradually tlielr religious rites were 
forgotten and even their language so 
neglected that it has now become a 
mere memory and they themselves a 
people lost among the heathen of the 
Orient. 

They are only a handful now, China¬ 
men In all that outwardly marks one of 
that nation, says the New York Trib¬ 
une, except that every one bears the 
facial characteristics of the Jews, i 
There Is a trace of their old religion 
left, but so very little nnd so garbled 
and mixed with the religion of the 
land that only experts can detect 1L

Motormen and Engineers. 

W E venture to assert without fear of contradiction 
that the driving of a motor car at a moderate speed 
in a crowded city, or at the higher speeds that 
obtain in suburban service, calls for closer watch¬ 
fulness and quicker judgment than the driving of 
n fnst passenger locomotive on a steam railroad. A few con¬ 
siderations will show this. In the first place, the steam loco¬ 
motive runs on a fenced-in right of way, and has the exclusive 
use of its own pair of steel rails; its movements are controlled 
by an elaborate system of signals, which is so arranged that the* 
engineer, except in cases of extraordinary emergency, finds 
every provision made to assist him in controlling Ins train and 
maintaining it in its proper position relative to other trains; 
there are no cross streets at every 200 or 300 feet, through 
which other trains may come unheralded to cross his track;

AMERICA’S LARGEST BUILDING. 

The Philadelphia City Hall Is Now 
Nearing Completion. 

The announcement is made from Phil¬ 
adelphia that, after thirty-one years of 
work, tile City Hall, tile largest build* 
ing in America, is nearing completion 
and at the same time it is reported that 
the -1,500 tenants are beginning to eall 
for another story. The floor spaed of 
US acres and 082 rooms w ill not aodotii- 
modate the occupants, If their com¬ 
plaint may be believed. Furthermore it 
is asserted that the twenty-two eleva¬ 
tors do not accommodate the thousands 
of persons who enter the hall daily. 

The Philadelphia I'it.v Hall was be¬ 
gun In 1871. Since then $317,000 lias 
been paitl to the architect and his as¬ 
sistants in salaries; $351,100 has been 
paid for paint and painting; $5,500,000 
for marble; 4,000,000 for getting up 
various rooms; $1,343,000 for watchmen 
and cleaning; and $730,000 for electric 
installation. The items for labor and 
various materials bring I lie entire cost 
to date up to $25,000,000. it took five 
years to wire the building for electric 
lighting and the plant which has been 
installed would light a city of 30,000 or 
40,000 inhabitants. There is a sandhed 
filter with a daily capacity of 1,000,000 
gallons of water.

8OME FADS OF SMOKERS. 

Little Demand for Cigar and Cigarette 
Cases and Holders. 

“Yes," said a prominent Washington 
dealer iu smoker's articles, “there has 
been a steady decrease yenr by year 
for the last decade In the sale of cig¬ 
ars and cigarette holders, also In cases 
for both, as well ns match safes. In 
fact, the trade is not what It used 
to be ten or fifteen years back. The 
only reason I can give Is to say that 
each of these things was a fad and hud 
Its day. 1 do not mean to say that 
there are no men who still use hold¬ 
ers. We still occasionally sell cigarette 
and cigar holders, as well as cases to 
carry them in, but the sales are more 
rare. There are but few fine goods 
disposed of now, except on special oc¬ 
casions for gifts. Men no longer seem 
to think a holder indispensable to the 
enjoyment of a cigar or cigarette. Some 
have always claimed that a smoke 
was enhanced by not using a holder. 
The goods we do sell now are mostly 
of cherry wood or the German Weis- 
chel. I have some customers, elderly 
men. who like a weiscbel cigar holder. 
Though holders are no longer the ‘fad,’ 
we have to have them in stock. A store 
of this sort would not be complete 
without them. 

“Twelve or fifteen years ago almost 
every young umn. especially if he went 
the proper gait and had social aspira¬ 
tions, felt that his outfit was incom¬ 
plete without a fancy cigarette holder. 
Some of the latter were exceedingly 
pretty and when of nrnber alone or of 
amber nnd meerschaum they were cost¬ 
ly. Some hod gold bands around 
the center or at the end the cigar¬ 
ette fitted in. Others were embellished 
and ornamented with silver or gold 
bugs, the latter being often set with 
jewels. There were some very pretty 
combinations made ln these goods. I 
have sold a three-inch amber cigar¬ 
ette holder for $15. But then a portion 
of It was incrusted with precious 


stones. There were many bogus ar¬ 
ticles palmed off in those (lays and 
many grades of meerschaum were on 
the market. My fall and winter stock 
of meerschaum nnd amber goods when 
these ‘fails’ were vigorous amounted to 
$2,000 or more. Now $25 worth of the 
same goods will run me two or three 
years. 

"The goods of tills character that un¬ 
sold now are bought at Christmas 
times or the holidays following, or else 
for birthday presents, for there are 
some people who still keep up (he 
pretty old custom of giving gifts an¬ 
nually for this purpose, and if it was¬ 
n't for these occasions the sales would 
be absolutely wiped out. The same de¬ 
cadence that now obtains in the 
use of holders by smokers also exists 
with regard to cases for carrying cig¬ 
ars nnd cigarettes. I have quite a va¬ 
ried stock on hand, nnd always have, 
but not one man in seventy-five car¬ 
ries a cigarette or cigar case. They 
keep cigarettes from frizzling at the 
ends and save cigars from breakage 
in tlie pockets. These cases were not 
so obtrusive to the gaze as the fancy 
holder, being carried in the pocket, but 
the good taste of the owner was often 
displayed by his selection of a cigar 
case. Many were made of the different 
metals, aluminum and even silver and 
gold being used. There were also cases 
of pearl. Of course, not every young 
blood could afford to carry a gold or 
even a silver cigarette case. The lat¬ 
ter kind sometimes had the owner’s 
initials, monogram fashion, on the side 
of the case. The majority of these 
goods, however, were of various kinds 
of fiber. The most expensive goods of 
this sort were sold to college students 
and the) price of a silver or gold cig¬ 
arette case was steep. Some of the 
gold ones sold for $75 and others high¬ 
er still.”

TYPEWRITER FOR POCKET. 

Machine Invented Allows Persons to 
Take Notes Hecretly. 

The pocket typewriter is the very lat¬ 
est device to lessen the task of news¬ 
paper men, detectives and any and all 
persons who need to take notes on auy 
subject when the use of pencil and pa¬ 
per would be an inconvenience. The 
Invention makes lt possible for one to 
take down a conversation, a speech or 
any remarks that he may choose to 
record without ever removing liis 
hands from his pockets. 

The inventor of tills little typewriter 
is Eugene Medeau Doug, sou of the 
late Confederate Gen. Doug of Char¬ 
lottesville, Va. and a United States 
steel inspector, with offices in the SL 
Paul building, New York. He is or¬ 
ganizing a company capitalized at 
$100,000 which will put his invention 
on the market iu the course of a few 
months. The invention is fully pro¬ 
tected by patents iu the United States, 
Great Britain, France and Germany, 
uud the rights for the manufacture of 
the article have already been sold 
abroad. 

The feature of this unique little 
word recorder is its simplicity. Its 
casing is of hard rubber, Its interior 
of aluminum. The dimensions of tho 
casing are 4 by 3. 

In the casing are two little spools 
that hold rolls of tape quite similar to 
‘lie white paper in the ordinary ticker. 
By merely pressing four keys on one 
side of the casing and by the manipu¬ 
lation of a space key and a number in¬ 
dicator, anything that the human 
tongue can utter can be put down in 
symbols. • 

Mr. Long asserts that any one can 
master tho manipulation of the ma¬ 
chine within two hours' time and can 
within a week become an expert in 
taking down anything from speeches 
to market reports.
